Pursuant to Chapter 286 of the N. H. Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated and amendments thereto, the following ordinance is 
adopted by the Town of Plaistow, N. H.: 


Prior to receiving a license from the Board of Selectmen to 
site a temporary carnival in the Town of Plaistow, the owner/ 
operator must: 

a, Submit a site plan to the Plaistow Planning Board for 
approval and present a letter of approval from site owner 
if privately owned; 

b, arrange for police duty with the Plaistow Police Dept.; 

c, possess all necessary state approvals; 

d, possess all necessary town permits for electrical wiring, 
machinery and temporary food handling; 

e, provide the Board of Selectmen with the following infor- 
mation: 

1, name and address of company; 

2, name, address and date of birth of company owner; 

3, names, dates of birth, and addresses of owners of 
display, vendors, or amusements who will participate 
at carnival site; 

4, names, dates of birth of all employees of owner/ 
operator of carnival; 

5, hours of operation and dates of operation; 

6, proof of insurances; 

7, written statement concerning cleanup of site when 
operation is concluded. 

The Board of Selectmen reserves the right to waive the license 

fee for charitable events. 


PENALTY: Violators of the provisions of this ordinance, upon 
conviction, will be subject to a fine not less than 
$50.00 per day of each day of violation. 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following town 
ordinance that regulates alarm systems: 


ALARM BUSINESSES, SYSTEMS AND USERS 


1. Purpose. 


The purpose of this ordinance is to provide minimum 
standards of operation and regulations applicable to 
emergency and burglary alarm systems, alarm businesses 
and alarm users. 


2. Licensing of alarm businesses and installers. 


Any person engaging in an alarm business in the Town of 
Plaistow shall be properly licensed in accordance with 
any New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated presently in 
effect, or any which the State of New Hampshire shall 
promulgate in the future. 


3. Suspension or revocation of licenses. 


The Chief of Police, upon receiving information that an 
alarm install er is in violation of any state law shall 
immediately notify the appropriate state agency and provide 
the same with a written report, detailing in what manner 


the alarm installer has violated state laws. 


4. 


Alarm user's permit. 


Within sixty (60) days after the effective date of this 
ordinance every alarm user shall obtain an alarm user 

permit for each alarm system he operates within the Town 

of Plaistow. This permit shall be obtained through the , 
office of the Chief of Police. If a licensed alarm business 
uses an alarm system to protect its own premises, it shall 
obtain a permit for such system as required by this section.

A. 


Application. 


The alarm user applying for the permit required in 
paragraph 4 of this ordinance shall state on a permit 
application, prescribed by the Chief of Police, his name, 
the: address of the residence or business or businesses 
where the alarm system has been or will be installed, 

his telephone number, the type of alarm system (local, 
direct connect, central station, etc.), the alarm 
company selling, installing, monitoring, inspecting and/ 
or maintaining the alarm system and the name and telephone 
number of at least one (1) other person (in case of 
business alarm user application, at least two (2) persons) 
who can be reached anytime day or night, and who is 
authorized to respond to an alarm signal and who can 
open the premises in which the system in installed. 


Any false statement or misrepresentation cf a material 
fact made by an applicant for the purpose of obtaining 
a user's permit or renewal or while making a change 
thereto shall be sufficient cause for refusal to grant 
or revocation of a permit. 


ree. 


There shall be a permit fee of five dollars ($5.) for 

the first year. 

There shall be an annual renewal fee of two dollars ($2.). 
If a residential alarm user is over the age of sixty-five 
(65) and is the primary resident of the dwelling and if 
no business is conducted in the residence, a user's per- 
mit may be obtained without the payment of a fee. 


Federal, state, county or local government agencies who 
operate alarm systems shall be exempt from payment of 
a fee. 


Required Inspections. 


Every alarm user licensed under this ordinance shall be 
required to have its alarm system inspected at least 
once each year by a licensed alarm company and to post 
a certificate of such inspection on the premises where 
the alarm is maintained. The certificate shall state 
that, in the opinion of the alarm company, the alarm 
system complies with the applicable installations 
standards and is safe and reliable. 


The information contained in the alarm user permit 
application required by Paragraph 5 and other infor- 
mation received by the Chief of Police through corre- 
spondence or communications with the alarm user shall 
be securely maintained and restricted to inspection by 
the Chief of Police or certain police officers or Town 
employees specifically assigned the responsibility for 
handling and processing alarm user permits in the 
course of their duties. If one of these persons is 
found to have purposely or knowingly revealed the infor- 
mation contained in an alarm user permit application 

or in correspondence or communication with an alarm 
user to any person for a purpose not related in this 
ordinance or official law enforcement matters of with- 
out the express written consent of the alarm user 
supplying such information, he shall be guilty of a 
violation and will be fined One Hundred Dollars ($100.) 


Operation without permit; violations and penalties. 


Any alarm system user who operates an alarm system 
without first obtaining a permit as required by this 
ordinance or who operates an alarm system when such 
permit has expired shall be guilty of a violation and, 
upon conviction, shall be fined not less than Fifty 
dollars ($50.00) nor more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.). 


Any alarm system user who, after having a permit 
revoked and after exhausting his right to a hearing, 
fails to disconnect his alarm system shall be guilty 
of a violation and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
One HundredDollars ($100.). 


False alarms; civil assessments and revocation of permit. 


For the purposes of this ordinance, a "false alarm" 
shall be defined as an alarm signal resulting ina 
reponse by police when a situation requiring a response 
by the police does not in fact exist, but does not 
include an alarm signal caused by violent conditions 

of nature or other extraordinary circumstances not 
reasonably subject to control by the alarm user. 


In any case where a false alarm is received in excess 

of three (3) false alarms in thirty-day period; five (5) 
in any sixty-day period; eight (8) in any calendar 

year from an alarm system for which an alarm user permit 
has been obtained, a ten dollar civil permit may be 
revoked, subject to the provisions of this ordinance. 

If the false alarm is due to an alarm system malfunction 
which is in the process of being repaired or where 
immediate steps are taken to identify and correst the 
problem(s) the Chief of Police may waive the civil 
assessment. Refusal to pay the civil assessment within 
thirty (30) days of the assessment date shall be punish- 
able as a violation and may be cause for revocation of 
the alarm user's permit. 


Revocation procedure. 


If the Police Department has recorded false alarms as 
stated in paragraph 9, the Chief of Police shall notify 
the permit holder, in writing, and request the permit 
holder to submit a report within fifteen (15) days 
describing efforts to discover and eliminate the cause 
of the false alarms. If the alarm user requests an 
extension of time to file this report based on some 
extraordinary circumstance, the Chief of Police may 
extend the fifteen day period for a reasonable time. 

If the permit holder fails to submit his report within 
the specified period, the Chief of Police shall notify 
the alarm user that his permit to operate an alarm 
system has been revoked, and, under such circumstances, 
the user shall not be entitled to a hearing. 


If the alarm user submits a report as required by 
Subsection A of this section, but the Chief of Police 
finds the report unsatisfactory, then the Chief of 
Police may issue a written notice of his intent to 
revoke the alarm user's permit. 


If, after the sumission of a report required by 
Subsection A of this section which is satisfactory to 
the Chief of Police, the alarm system of the permit 
holder incurs two (2) or more false alarms during the 
same calendar year, the Chief of Police may issue 
written notice of his intent to revoke the alarm 
user's permit. 


Upon receipt of a notice of intent to revoke an alarm 
user's permit, the permit holder may within ten (10) 

days of such receipt submit a written request for a 
hearing before the Chief of Police, setting forth the 
reasons that his permit should not be revoked. Written 
notice of the time and place of the hearing shall be 
served on the permit holder by the Chief of, Police, at 
least five (5) days prior to the date set for the hearing. 


At the hearing before the Chiefof Police the holder of 
the permit or his authorized representative shall have 
the right to be made aware of the circumstances leading 
to revocation of the alarm permit and to present evidence 
on his own behalf. After the hearing, the Chief of j 
Police may either issue and order or revocation, with- 
draw the notice of revocation or allow a reasonable 

time, not to exceed fifteen (15) days, in which the 
alarm user must take action to eliminate the cause(s) 

of the false alarms to the satisfaction of the Chief of 
Police. 


Restoration of revoked permit. 


An alarm user whose permit has been revoked may apply 
for a revoked user's permit as provided in paragraph 

5 of this ordinance. The Chief of Police shall not be 
required to issue a revoked user permit unless he is 
satisfied that the user's system has been properly 
serviced and its deficiencies corrected. The Chief of 
Police may also impose reasonable restrictions and 
conditions upon the user before issuing a revoked user 
permit, and these restrictions and/or conditions shall 
appear on the permit and shall provide for automatic 
revocation on the occurance of four (4) false alarms 
in the remaining permit year. 


In situations where a user permit is revoked under the 
conditions in Subsection A of this section, there shall 
be no appeal to the Chief of Police, and this revocation 
shall remain in effect for the remainder of the calendar 
year. 


The fee for reissuance of a user permit shall be fifty 
dollars ($50.00). 


Service of notice. 


When any town official has the right or is required to 
act within a prescribed period pursuant to this ordi- 
nance and service is made by mail, one (1) day shall 
be added to the prescribed period. In lieu of service 
by mail, delivery may be made in hand by any person 
eighteen (18) years of age or older. 


Administrative rules. 


The Chief of Police shall promulgate such rules as may 
be necessary for the implementation of this ordinance 
and for determination of grounds for clerical revocation 
of any permit required by this ordinance. 


PUBLIC SAFETY BUILDING PLAN 


A proposal for a Public Safety Building, housing both the Police and Fire Departments, is being presented for 
approval at the 1985 Town Meeting. A Building Committee, appointed by the Board of Selectmen and charged 
with the responsibility of evaluating the needs of each department, formulating a plan to meet those needs and 
preparing a design and cost estimate, has worked for several months on this proposal. After careful study and 
deliberation, the Committee and Architect Joseph LaGrasse have designed a simple, one story, aesthetically 
pleasing, efficient, functional and cost effective structure. The building is carefully designed as to be expanded 
internally, if and when necessary, and serve the needs of each department for at least the next twenty years. The 
building will be centrally located and one of which our citizens can be proud. 


The structure will be located on seven acres of town owned property located at the intersection of Elm Street 
and Sweet Hill Avenue. Its centralized location would preclude any future need for a Fire Department sub- 
station in another area of town. The building will be set back 125 feet from the roadway and will provide parking 
on both sides of an island at the front of the building. Employee parking would be provided on the sides and rear 
of the building. The natural topography of the land has been retained as much as possible. Containing the costs of 
this project has been the focus of the Committee’s attention throughout its deliberations. The 16,000 square foot 
structure would be constructed of masonry block with brick facing on the front and sides and a wood band to 
accent the roof lines. | 


The building will be constructed in three sections. The northern end of the building will contain 4900 square 
feet for the use of the Police Department. The central portion will contain a public entrance and lobby and will 
provide access to handicapped persons. Access to all departments is provided from the front lobby area. The 
Fire Department area consists of 10,700 square feet including a 75’ x 75’ apparatus floor. The building provides 
front and rear access to the apparatus floor through 12’ overhead doors. This area is adequate to house all 
equipment presently owned by the Fire Department as well as a proposed ladder truck. 


The simple design of a 22’ high building on one level, with a 6-inch sloped roof, provides efficiency of function 
and energy conservation. The circular driveway promotes a smooth traffic flow for all vehicles. By comparison to 
plans presented at the 1984 Town Meeting, this proposal reflects the careful thinking that went into it. This 
proposal is 4000 square feet larger than the 1984 proposal and will accommodate department needs for 20 years 
rather than 5 years. The cost per square foot of the structure is estimated to be less than the average cost for 
police and fire facility construction (according to Means Catalog) of between $55.00 and $75.00 per square foot. 


The Town of Plaistow has been growing quite rapidly commercially and it is imperative that safety services 
keep pace with growth. The Fire Department must be capable of responding to multi-story dwellings. The Police 
Department must be capable of conducting investigations, interviewing suspects and witnesses in a private area 
and capable of holding prisoners overnight rather than committing needed patrol units to transport prisoners to 
Brentwood. Safety services must also continue during power outages or town emergencies and a building housing 
equipment for emergency power and lighting is essential. Since all police and fire radio equipment needs elec- 
tricity to operate, an emergency power source would allow them to maintain communications. A 24-hour com- 
munications center, under consideration for the future, would allow citizens to obtain immediate response to 
emergency Calls to either the police or fire departments without losing valuable time by routing calls through 
Exeter or Rockingham Dispatch. 


You have been presented with a simple, cost effective, efficient and quite conservative proposal. The needs of 
our public safety departments will not diminish, they will increase. You can rest assured that the cost of this 
project will also increase. It can be assumed that you want, and certainly deserve, an immediate response to life 
threatening situations. 


Recent reports show that more than 14 million dollars in construction projects were recorded in 1983 and 
1984. The price of this project, as you know, will only increase with time. The needs of each department have 
been clearly documented. The need for a new building is well past the critical stages. Use of other facilities, divi- 
sion of services and other alternatives have been studied and are considered less efficient and considerably 
more costly. This committee has worked diligently in the interest of all citizens. Your support is essential.

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14. Failure to comply. 


Failure of any person to comply with the requirements 
of written notice of a violation of any provision of 
this ordinance within three (3) days of receipt of such 
notice, exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays and holidays, 
shall constitute a violation of this ordinance. Such 
notice shall continue in force and effect until full 
compliance with the requirements stated therein, and 
each and every failure to comply with such notice 
within twenty-four (24) hours after the three (3) days 
allowed for compliance shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


15. Violations and penalties. 


Unless otherwise provided, any person, firm or corpora- 
tion within the boundaries forthe Town of Plaistow who 
violates any provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a violation and, upon conviction, shall be punished 
by a fine of one hundred dollars ($100.). Each day 
during which a violation continues shall be considered 

a separate offense.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Our town is changing, and as with all changes, concessions must be made. 
We are currently experiencing "growing pains" and these "pains" have 
been keeping your selectmen very busy for the past twelve months. 


One change is the closure of the town landfill and the initiation of 
curbside rubbish pickup. Many of you will retain fond memories of meeting 
your neighbors at the old dump on weekends, and the "politicking" that 
took place there, prior to an election. Those memories must now be filed 
away with those other happy memories of a small, quiet New England town. 
The pressure has been placed on those towns with landfills, and we are 
complying with the state demands. You will soon be treated to curbside 
trash pickup, something that city dwellers have enjoyed for many years. 


The closing of the landfill will necessitate a procedure that will be 
costly, but required to prevent further leaching. 


The need for a public safety complex is becoming more evident each day. 
The fire and police departments each operate out of inadequate quarters. 
It is economically more feasible to combine both departments into one 
structure. Many Boards of Selectmen would have preferred to rehabilitate 
the old car barn, but time has taken it's toll on the old structure, and 
it has been suffering from neglect. It has been decided that the most 
cost effective action is to replace that structure with one that will 
provide many future generations with a good, sound facility. 


Our successful Mediation Program was incorporated as a non-profit agency 
during 1984, and a new coordinator, Dawn Krygeris, replaced the original 
coordinator, Heidi Sloan. The program has proved it's cost effectiveness 
in it's two years of existence. Space was made available to the program 
on the second floor of the town hall, an area that was once part of the 
auditorium stage. The room was painted, furniture donated, and heating 
was installed+ The room is now a comfortable sessions room. This space 
utilization fell under our "town hall rehabilitation" program, which is 
an on-going project. 


Maintenance of the 90-year old town hall is no easy task. The dirt floor 
cellar is plaged with several inches of water that commences in the spring 
and finally dries up in the fall. The sand floor breeds sand fleas that 
invade the first floor of the building, and causing annoying bites on the 
feet and ankles of employees. Under a grant received in 1983, the town 
received a comprehensive study of the town hall and an accompanying 
maintenance schedule. Prepared by an historical building architect, it 
prioritizes the projects that should be addressed. We have been seeking 
quotations for cellar improvements and have finally received one from a 
contractor that is able to perform the required work that will relieve 
the water problem and ensuing dampness, as well as place a concrete 

floor and install ventilation. We have placed an article on the warrant 
to have this work performed and leave it up to the voters to make the 
decision. This work was recommended by the architect as a high priority 
action as it would affect all other work that should be done. 


Pollard Square, oft times referred to as the town green, village green, 
or Pollard Park, gratefully accepted a new look during 1984. We are 
certain that the late Arthur Pollard would be pleased with the efforts 
of the town's new Gardening Club. Club members have worked diligently 
during the spring and summer to enhance the charm of. the well-laid-out 
square. The new flower bed and flowering shrubs make a nice setting for 
the old town hall. 


The Federal handicapped law became an issue this year, and your selectmen 
are proud to report that the Governor's Commission on the Handicapped 
praised Plaistow for being ‘way ahead ot most cities and towns in 
compliance with the law. We appointed our administrative assistant as 

the "coordinator of handicapped affairs" and through her efforts, the 
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town developed a handicapped policy, transition plan and grievance 
procedure, required by law. We began in 1984 to address the changes that 
must be made and will continue in 1985. An access ramp is to be constructed 
and minor architecual changes will be made in the public restrooms. 
Arrangements have been made with the district court judge to hear cases 

in the selectmen's meeting room for those persons whose disability 
precludes access to the second floor court facilities. 


Your selectmen have worked cooperatively with several state departments 
on various projects. The N.H. Bureau of Solid Waste has been guiding us 
through the transition from landfilling to it's alternatives, and for 

the disposal of septage. The N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways 
has been most informative with us on the proposed projects scheduled for 
Rte. 125. These include widening a stretch of the roadway and replacement 
of the railroad overpass bridge. Public hearing on these will be held 
this year. The N.H. DPW&H has also asked that the town appropriate a 
portion of the entire cost for an egineering study for the North Avenue/ 
Main Street intersection. This site has become hazardous for vehicle 
operators and improvements are imminent. 


Your selectmen have also contacted our elected legislators on many 

issues that impact the town. We have worked in unison with them in 
suggesting new legislative proposals to bring to their fellow legislators 
in Concord, and have informed them of our support of some proposals.Their 
responses have been excellent and we thank them for their continued 
cooperation. 


We would also like to thank the many persons who carry on the daily 

tasks of administering our decisions and directives. We wish to thank 

all those who serve in a voluntary capacity on various boards, committees 
and commissions. Plaistow can be proud of it's volunteerism, for it's 
rapidly disappearing all around us. 


Many Significant changes are scheduled or proposed for 1985, not the 
least of which is the closure of the landfill. A complete revaluation 
of all real estate in the town will commence in the fall, and Plaistow 
may finally see it's first public safety complex become a reality. The 
growth of the town, both in residential and commercial areas, will be 
in conjunction with the Master Plan adopted by the planning board. You 
will note that the building trend began early in 1984 and it will continue 
into 1985. As your selectmen strive to improve and increase services to 
an expanding community, the workload becomes heavier. We are seeking a 
data processing system for our offices to expedite the process of 
administration. 


Your selectmen feel privileged to have served you and your needs during 
1984. We recognize the transformation of our once small town into a 
commercialized, urbanized community, but the tide of progress cannot be 
held back. It was inevitable that the growth would occur because of our 
geographic proximity to nearby cities. We will all work together in the 
coming years to ensure the growth will be orderly and in the best 
interest of the town and it's citizenry.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


For the second straight year, your fire department answered well 
over 300 alarms in 1984. 


Fortunately, thanks to you, the citizens and business persons of 
Plaistow, major structure fires were averted. Your awareness to the 
dangers of fire, coupled with our fire prevention and inspection 
programs, enable us to have those enviable statistics. We appreciate 
your concern and your help. Our prime function is the prevention 

of fire. Together we can meet that goal. 


Please remember that there can be no outside burning of any kind 
without a written permit. No outside burning may be done except 
between the hours of Spm and Yam unless it is actively raining 
or the ground is completely snow covered, and then only with a 
permit. 


Our Rescue Squad handled well over 100 calls last year. The Rescue 
Squad members (totalling 10 EMT's or First Responders) handle all 
medical assistance calls between 6pm and Gam. The medical assistance 
calls are handled by any and all available men during the daytime 
hours. All accident calls require the response of both the Rescue 
Squad and fire apparatus. 


The dedication and efficiency of every member of the Plaistow Fire 
Department is evident to all who have seen these firefighters at 
work. I am proud of each and every one of them and thank them 
publicly for their cooperation and support, as well as their 
dedication and efficiency. 


My thanks also to the members of the Board of Fire Engineers, the 
Board of Selectmen, other Department Heads and members of the Town 
Hall staff. The cooperation and support of all my colleagues has 
made my job that much easier. 


Finally, the fire department has always received the generous support 
of our citizens, both in budgetary matters and moral support. This 
year more than ever, we ask your help. We urge your support by 

voting for the Safety Complex at our annual town meeting. The growth, 
both commercial and residential, is both ongoing and astounding. We 
must have adequate quarters in order to give the kind of fire protect- 
ion and to house the type of equipment you so richly deserve. 


We will be purchasing new fire apparatus next year and in future 
years. Modern fire equipment just will not fit into our present 
station. For your own safety do not force us to purchase fire 
apparatus tailored to fit into a space much too small. We must be 
allowed to purchase the newer, more sophisticated apparatus which 
will give all of Plaistow much more efficient fire fighting 
capabilities. 


Visit our station before town meeting...see for yourself the 
adverse conditions which now exist. Even if you can only spare 
enough time at town meeting to vote for the safety complex, the 
first warrant article, please come and vote "yes". Your support is 
greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During 1984, the Town of Plaistow has experienced unprecedented commercial 
and residential growth, the impact of which we will feel during 1985. 
Fortunately, in 1984 the citizens of Plaistow permitted us to add two 

full time officers to our ranks, which precluded the Police Department 
from being buried by the ever increasing demand for services. 


This first year has been quite rewarding for me as I have tried to 

update the administration and operation of the Police Department. There 
has been a noticeable increase in pride among the officers and the many 
expressions of appreciation received from citizens regarding our officers 
has indicated to me that our residents are proud of the direction we have 
taken. 


The Police Department is presently operating within 730 square feet of 
space within the Town Hall. This amount of space greatly restricts our 
administrative operation, our ability to work efficiently within the 
office and has had a very negative effect on our ability to conduct 
interviews of suspects, witnesses and victims in the course of our 
investigations. This year our citizens will be asked to approve the 
construction of a Public Safety Complex which will be centrally 
located, which will provide ample parking and which will meet the 
needs of the of the Police Department for at least the next twenty 
years. It will provide us with the space we need to properly store 
tirearms, evidence, spare parts for our vehicles and administrative 
and investigative records. It will also permit us to properly conduct 
interviews, process evidence taken from crime scenes, provide our 
officers with training and reference materials in order to improve 
their effectiveness as police officers and it will provide areas for 
the incarceration of arrested persons so that, ultimately, we will 

not have to commit police officers and police vehicles to drive to 
Brentwood for incarceration of arrestees at the County Jail. All of 
the benefits of this proposed complex are too numerous to mention, but 
the most important benefit will be an improvement in our efficiency 
and our capabilities which, in turn, will improve the quality of 
service that we provide to our Town. 


During the past year, we have managed to greatly improve the quality 
of our work even though demands on our time have greatly increased. 

In 1983, only 3% of all Part I UCR Index Crimes were cleared. In 1984, 
we managed to increase our clearance rate to 15%, which is more 
consistant with the national average. Historically, motor vehicle 
accidents have accounted for a significant portion of our total calls 
for service. Due to a system emphasizing high enforcement visibility, 
we have managed, despite an increase in traffic volume, to reduce the 
number of property damage accidents and the number of personal injury 
accidents by 25%. This is a significant reduction which, if maintained, 
means that our citizens can travel our roadways more safely. 


We have also, in the past year, experienced a slight reduction in 

many serious offenses such as auto theft, burglary and larceny. In 
spite of these reductions, and in spite of the reductions in motor 
vehicle accidents, our total number of calls for police service has 
increased by 25% over the 1983 total. This increase can be directly 
attributed to the commercial and residential growth of the Town. 

Since the Police Department is generally the first agency to feel the 
impact of growth, it is incumbent on us to ensure that the manpower 

of our Police Department keeps pace with the demand for police services. 


We have attempted throughout thepast year to do more than in past years 
within the limits of manpower, equipment and the total budget allowed 
by our citizens. I think we have accomplished that goal. In fact, the 
cases that we brought into the Plaistow District Court in 1984 
relected an increase of 103% over the total cases brought in 1983 

and resulted in a conviction rate of 99%. 
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In addition to the funds provided by the Town for the operation of the 
Police Department, we applied for and received a grant from the New 
Hampshire Highway Safety Agency for more than $8,000.00 to implement 

a Selective Traffic Enforcement Program (STEP). This program, which 

ran from September through December, allowed us to utilize off-duty 
police officers to maintain traffic enforcement while duty officers 
were committed to answering calls for service. We believe that this 
program contributed greatly to the reduction in motor vehicle accidents 
previously mentioned. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Plaistow Lions Club for its 
generous donation of recording equipment for our emergency telephone 
lines and the many other groups and individuals who have offered their 
support of our efforts. It is my sincere hope, through expanding our 
capabilities and maintaining our quality of service, that your Police 
Department will earn your confidence, respect and wholehearted support 
in the coming years.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
AND SANITARY LANDFILL 


First of all, I would like to thank the townspeople of Plaistow for voting 
to purchase a new slip-in hydraulic sander. Listed below are the major 
projects undertaken by your highway department during 1984. The department 
consists of two laborers and myself. 


ae Road Preparation for Oiling: 
Sixteen roads totalling approximately 43,995 sq. yards were swept 
and patched by the highway crew through the summer. Of these 16 
roads, Smith Corner Road, Autumn Circle, Nicholas Road, Sunview 
Park, LaPerle Avenue, Littlenook Road and Corliss Hill Road, were 
extensively overlayed with hottop to put the crown back in the 
road so water would not collect and deteriorate the road any 
further. 


Ze Road Oiling: 
Sixteen roads were oiled this year with 10,999 gallons of MC800 
road oil. The oil was then covered with 465 tons of sand for the 
curing process. A total of 43,995 sq. yards of roadway was done. 


Sie Cold) Patch: 
We have put approximately 100 tons of cold patch on the roads since 
January 1, 1984, throughout the winter months until the hottop 
plants started producing hot asphalt which we use when available 
for its lasting quality. We have cut in half the amount of cold 
patch used in previous years because of the oiling and upkeep of 
the roads. 


4. New Catch Basins and Drainage Pipe: 
We have installed seven complete catch basins and 1,450 feet of 
drainage pipe at the following locations: Chandler Avenue, 7 catch 
basins and 1,400' of 12" pipe; Corliss Hill Road, 50 feet of 
squash pipe, 36"x22",

These figures represent a savings of $13,894.50 by having the town's 
highway department perform the work instead of contracting it out. 


6. Bridge and Guard Rail Work: Westville Road 
We excavated and removed the old rotted wood post and installed 
new steel posts on each side of the bridge and 660 feet of guard 
rail and post along the bankings. 


ie Major Reconstruction of Chandler Avenue: 
We installed 1,400 feet of 12" pipe and installed 7 catch basins. 
We also excavated and removed sub-standard soil from the shoulders 
and replaced it with crushed gravel to stabilize the road. We 
landscaped the lawns and hottopped the roadway. 


S. Miscellaneous Work: 
We performed wily and weekly maintenance on the vehicles, such 
as changing oil and filters, greasing vehicles, tightening nuts 
and bolts. We also had 252 catch basins cleaned out and at the 
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same time, we painted the arrows on the streets so the catch 
basins can readily be found when they are covered with leaves, 
snow or ice. 


Further, we installed four No Thru Trucking signs on Old County 

Road and two Traffic Entering signs on Westville Road. Twenty-four 
street signs were purchased from the state prison and installed. 

We also cut and removed brush along the roadside areas that hindered 
the sight of motorists on Forrest Street, Harriman Road, The Town 
Hall Green, Chandler Avenue, Shady Lane, Walton Road, Haynes 
Boulevard and Wentworth Avenue. 


Sanitary Landfill: 

On the advice of the engineering consultants, DuBois and King, 
Inc., hired by the Town for the landfill closure plan, the 
active area of the landfill remained in the same confined area 
as the previous year. By doing this, it will eventually save the 
Town thousands of dollars when we cap the landfill. Please have 
patience when you come to the landfill because we're only trying 
to save your hard earned tax money. 


Equipment: 

I've prepared an article for the purchase of a 1985 six wheel 

dump truck to replace the 1978 Ford F350 with plow. This particular 
truck is the work horse of the highway department. It is used every 
day for cold patching, picking up rubbish, etc. It is versatile 
because of it's size and enables the men to reach in and shovel 

the various materials were working with. The money for this purch- 
ase is to come out of the capital reserve account. 


The Highway department consists of two men and myself(one man was 
out ill during July and August) and we completed all the duties 
and road jobs that were scheduled for the year, and they were 
done on time. 

Also, we lost the landfill operator to the higher paying private 
sector in August. We have split up the landfill duties until we 
get a response from advertising in the newspapers. Everyone in 
the highway department has worked twice as hard this year. At 
this time I wish to express my thanks to everyone for their 
cooperation and look forward to serving you to the best of my 
ability in the coming years.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


Emergency preparedness, formerly called Civil Defense, took on a new 
perspective in 1984. Beginning at the federal level and filtering down 
to the state and local agencies for emergency management, major areas 
of responsibility were reviewed, defined and reassigned. 


As a cost containment measure, to avoid duplication, and to provide 
efficiency, many duties of the Department of Safety, Department of 
Transportation, Fish and Game, State Fire Marshals Office have been 
consolidated and are the responsibility of Emergency Management. The 
staff of this office has been increased to 30. A Division of Technical- 
Oogical Hazards has been established. Its responsibility is for planning, 
prevention, training and response to Hazardous Materials incidents. 

Each community is required to formulate a plan under the direction 

of the state. It will assist the local communities in their response 

to chemical spills, containment, and contimination management. 


Another responsibility of the E.M. Office will be to coordinate the 
Flood Management Program. During the floods of May 1984, 24 families 
and businesses sustained heavy losses in Plaistow and sought assistance 
and information through this office. Natural disasters are a realistic 
threat to our town and N.H. Approximately 6 Atlantic hurricanes are 
anticipated between June and November each year in New Hampshire. Last 
year there were 9 storms which were monitored and in the past 6 severe 
hurricanes that sturck New Hampshire (1938, 1944, 1954, 1955, 1960 and 
1975) much damage took place. Plaistow lies on an earthquake fault 

line which runs from Ossippee to Cape Ann and as many of you may recall, 
there were several tremors felt last year. Daily hazards such as train 
derailmentcarrying nuclear waste materials, or a tractor trailer truck 
spilling hazardous materials on Rte. 125, or a plane from Pease or Logan 
coming down in Plaistow, are all realistic facts. 


Our goal for the coming year is community awareness of our emergency plan. 
These hazards have been addressed in the plan. It must be tested, reviewed, 
and updated continually. A computer has been installed at the Emergency 
Management Headquarters in Concord which contains all community plans. 

If a town reports a disaster, the file for that town is called up and 

any resources listed in the plan that the community may require will be 
sent. Towns also benefit from participation in the FEMA funded programs. 
Plaistow receives 50% funding for all CD supplies, equipment, and 
operating costs. Communications equipment and part of the Emergency 
Operating Center will also be eligible for funding. A new Emergency 
Operating Center is being built in Concord as well as in other towns. 

It is imperative during an emergency that the government continues to 
function, that is has emergency power, lights, and resources such as 

the capability to communicate with the townspeople, other communities, 

and the State EOC. It could provide shelter and basic supplies, ie: 

water, blankets for families without heat, or have been flooded or 

burned out. Your EOC is your source of information in any emergency. 


Plaistow has been fortunate, but the potential is there and we must 
be prepared to handle it at the local level and request outside 
assistance to compensate for the equipment and manpower that is not 
feasible or realistic for us to have available in town. 


During the coming year, I plan to embark on a program of community 
awareness. If a school is evacuated..who do you call for information? 
If your neighborhood is evacuated, where do you go? Where will you find 
members of your family? Our Emergency Plan for Plaistow covers that 
information and you should be aware of it. Plaistow is growing as is 
its needs and hazards. We have a commendable start, a good plan, and 

a community which we can be proud of.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Every year laws and projects seem to get more complex. 1984 was no 
exception. 


On February 22, 1984, the Board voted to adopt the updated Master Plan, 
thus completing the year long process of added work sessions and 
numerous public hearings. 


The Master Plan is a significant planning tool. Its significance can be 
measured by referring to a few sentences in its introduction. 


"Tt is a policy document with no actual force of law. However, local 
actions, regulations and ordinances should reflect the policies and 
objectives this Plan lays out. New Hampshire legislation and judicial 
decisions increasingly look to town master plans as the basis for 
defending the actions of the community." 


Plaistow's master plan had not been updated since 1978. Six years is too 
long between self-examination. Effort should be made to revise and update 
every three years. 


As a result of and in conjunction with the revision of Plaistow's Master 
Plan, many amendments were passed by voters in March. A conservation 
district, encompassing the Kelley Brook watershed for possible future 
water supply, was established after March ballots were cast. 


In April, the Board elected Peter Garbati Chairman and Frank Consentino 
secretary. Dan Johnson was appointed as an alternate member in April. 
The Board welcomes Dan, who as Chairman of the Conservation Commission, 
adds needed expertise in the areas of drainage and acquifer protection. 
Vincent Rizzo went from alternate member to Selectmen's Representative. 
Secretary Frank Consentino, a three year Board member, resigned in 
November and Dan Johnson became a regular member. 


This year eight subdivision plans were approved creating 19 lots. 
Eighteen site development plans met regulations and were approved. It 
is significant that three of the approved site developments used the 
new Cluster Development approach with 140 units approved on the new 
sites. Two lot line adjustments were approved. 


Rockingham Superior Court upheld the Town's Zoning Ordinance this 
year when it ruled against a manufactured housing park of over 200 
units proposed illegally on a Sweet Hill Road and Rte. 108 parcel of 
land. Testimony by Board Members was important in this case. 


With a favorable March vote, changes in the Zoning Ordinance will mean 
that new gravel pits will not be allowed in Town. 


The Town of Plaistow has a volunteer form of government. This means 
that it depends on its residents to donate time and devote effort to 
keeping Plaistow a great community to live. This Board has had two 
and sometimes three alternate member positions vacant for at least 
three years. The Board needs to be strong and is at its best with 

a full contingent of five regular members and three alternate members. 
Please call a Board member or come in to the planning office if you 
can contribute (even for a three month zoning change committee). 
Serving on the Planning Board can be a rewarding and satisying 
experience.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The total number of visitors to the library has increased by over 
2,000 people during this past year. The study tables are often 

filled to capacity and the upstairs meeting rooms are in use every 
night and often on Saturday. Various groups who have used the meeting 
rooms include the Cub Scouts, Brownies, Girl Scouts, Garden Club, 
Friends of the Library, Timberlane Music Association, Community 
Soccer League and the Fly Tiers. We are extremely pleased to have 

the library used so extensively and by such a wide variety of people. 


As recommended by consultants from the State Library, we are engaged 
in an extensive weeding project. At present, the staff has completed 
approximately half of the task of removing books with dated information 
from the shelves. Along with our normal purchasing procedure, we have 
been purchasing books to fill voids created by the weeding process. 
We have also been concentrating our money and efforts on updating and 
increasing the reference section of the library and consequently, 
have added an 1985 World Book Encyclopedia and an 1985 Encyclopedia 
Britannica. There has been a tremendous increase in the use of the 
reference section and therefore, there is a great need to provide 
accurate and current information. 


The copy machine, which was purchased with Revenue Sharing Funds last 
March, has provided a great service for the residents of Plaistow -as 
well as increasing the library's ability to serve its patrons. 


A children's play, "Mystery of the Gumdrop Dragon" was presented 
during National Book Week. Jennie LeBlanc, assistant librarian, 
directed the play to a standing room only audience. Pam Alberts, 

with the help of Pat Godfrey and Susan Lindblad have conducted a very 
successful story hour for preschoolers on Thursday mornings. Other 
children's activities include introductory tours for Kindergarten 
classes, weekly visits from various classes.at Pollard School and 
visits from the Summer Recreation Commission. Fifty three children 
completed the Summer Reading Program and attended a party at the 
library complete with a clown and refreshments. 


Jennie LeBlanc and I completed two library related courses through 

the School for Lifelong Learning during 1984. Librarians also attended 
monthly meetings of the Merri-Hill-Rock Co-operative which provide a 
valuable network for area libraries. 


Muriel Herrick, an assistant librarian in Plaistow for fifteen years, 
passed away in the spring of 1984. A portable stereo was given by her 
family in her memory. Work is in progress on a kitchen unit for the 
upstairs meeting rooms and memorial funds from Muriel Herrick's 
family and friends will help complete the unit. Muriel's involvement 
and interest in the library for so many years will be greatly missed. 


The remaining funds for the completion of the kitchen unit will be 
provided by the Friends of the Library in memory of Nancy Wendell, 
a former library employee and dedicated Friend. 


I would like to extend a thank you to all who have given donations 

in all forms during 1984. Seventeen volumes of large print books 

were generously donated by the Plaistow Lioness Club. We now have 

a Sizable collection of books available for those with sight problems 
The Carl G. Davis Post #34 donated their time and efforts to guarantee 
that our flag would be flying by the 4th of July and the Plaistow Co- 
operative again supplied our bookbags and bookmarks. 


After 16 years of service, Barbara Baratt resigned from the Library 


Board of Trustees. A special thank you goes to her for her many years 
of commitment and involvement in the library. 
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In May of 1984, I became Librarian, replacing Marjorie Knowles who 

had been Librarian for five years. I would especially like to thank 
her for all her encouragement and guidance and for her help in making 
the transition so smooth and successful. In addition to Marge, I would 
also like to thank the rest of our staff, Jennie LeBlanc and Flo Rullo 
for all their support. Their help has been invaluable to me. A thank 
you goes also to Deanna Wendell and Lee-Anne Davis, two student aides 
who have worked very hard for us this past year and to Mr. Cook and 
Mr. Dana for their help and interest.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


This Conservation has good news for the residents of Plaistow. According 
to this year's water sampling, surface water quality has shown a 
significant improvement since the testing program was first begun in 1982, 
The Commission will work toward making this improvement a continuing trend. 


In addition to continued monitoring of gravel pits, The Concom stepped up 
its efforts to protect Plaistow's water and soil resources by inspecting 
certain areas in Town. This includes watching for illegal fillings of 
wetland areas and inspections of building sites to ensure that plans have 
met drainage requirements. With an eye toward this, one of the Concom's 
goals for 1985 will be to devise a conservation checklist that engineers 
and builders can use to help them with their planning of building sites. 


In 1985, the Concom will continue projects that were started in 1984 and 
will also give special attention to protecting the town's sensitive 
areas through already established regulations. 


In an effort to protect this area's natural resources, the Rockingham 
County Planning Commission will be implementing a hazardous waste dump 
proposal in 1985. Plaistow and the Conservation Commission, along with 
other towns and concoms, will be participating in this plan to help 
residents properly dispose of common household hazardous wastes, such as 
oven cleaners, insecticides, paints, etc. The plan is modeled after those 
used successfully in Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Florida. 


Plaistow is experiencing a building boom, but with cooperation and careful 
planning, the town can preserve the natural resources that we in New 
Hampshire are privileged to enjoy.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY SEXTON

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REPORT OF THE CABLE TV COMMITTEE 


After two years of negotiations with Rockingham County Cable, Plaistow 
now is enjoying cable T.V. service. 


On February 13, 1984, the first homes were connected to the service and 
by June 14, 1984, the entire town was cabled. This date is important as 
the cable company, per our contract, cannot raise cable rates until two 
years from June 14, 1984. On July 27, 1984, the town was completely 
marketed with free installation offered to all residents. 


Equipment for our local studio, located at 101 Plaistow Road, was ordered 
in June of this year. Training of interested town employees and residents, 
in the use of the equipment and operation of the studio, is now underway. 


A committee has been formed for the purpose of planning a span of 
programming, including town activities such as: fire, police, Mediation, 
library, church and school, as well as local town and business meetings. 


The studio's operating expenses are taken from a local programming 
fund. The money, which is 1% of gross subscriber revenues, covers costs 
such as the video tapes, maintenance of equipment, and the purchase of 
new equipment. The studio is now equipped with $50,000 worth of 
equipment as was agreed upon in our contract negotiations. 


The future of cable television and local programming in Plaistow is in 
the hands of our residents and what they wish to make of it.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE 


Since bids are already being solicited for reconstruction of Rte. 125, 
town officials are girding for potentially hazardous conditions both 
on the state highway, as it expands to our lanes, and on the main 
roads of town as motorists seek to avoid the construction. 


Highway Safety Committee members urge motorists to use extra care 
when traveling the roads during the reconstruction progess. 


The Committee has met regularly througout 1984, considering the 
multitude of plans submitted to it by the Planning Board and the 
many questions and requests posed by the Board of Selectmen. 


As 1984 closed, the Committee, through the Board of Selectmen, has 
asked the state to post several areas in town to ban parking near 
Town Hall. Parking at the southern side of Town Hall, On Main St., 
effectively blocks the vision of motorists entering Main Street 
from Elm Street, and the Committee feels this would relieve the 
Situation. 


The Committee has also asked the Board of Selectmen to enact a 
parking ban within 20 feet of all town intersections to improve 
visibility, and to begin a serious study to alleviate the 
horrendous parking situation at Town Hall. 


The Major concern in 1983 and 1984 was the proposed condominium 
development off North Avenue in Haverhill, Mass. This situation, 
although as hazardous as previously, has been solved by the 
developer who moved the entrance into Haverhill. 


Plaistow's own condominium developments, mushrooming in 1984, have 
given the Committee much fodder for thought. Do we recommend to the 
Planning Board that all developers of large projects to provide 
traffic impact studies? Should the Town regulate the size of these 
developments, which will add hundreds of vehicles a day on our 
already overused roads, even though all roads in these developments 
are privately owned? 


Answers to these, and other questions will be sought as your 
Committee continues into 1985. As always, input from residents is 
always invited and welcome. 


The Committee meets regularly the Tuesday before the fourth 
Wednesday of each month at 7:30pm in the Planning Board office 
in Town Hall.

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REPORT OF THE FAMILY MEDIATION PROGRAM 


This past year has been one of tremenous growth, service and success 
for the Family Mediation of Southern Rockingham County. Funded by four 
other towns in Plaistow District Court catchment area in addition to 
Plaistow, the program serves to work with youth and their families as 
both a preventative program and a cost effective alternative to court- 
ordered residential placements. With trained mediators to guide them, 
family members have the opportunity to begin communicating effectively 
with one another, thus hopefully resolving familial issues that if left 
unresolved could lead to increased conflict and frustration, as well as 
acting out on the part of the youth. 


With the combined effort of 25 dedicated community volunteers, as well 
as an active Board of Directors, fifty-nine area youth and their 
families have been referred to the program since it was begun in the 
summer of 1983. In 1984 ten families from Plaistow participated in the 
program, and it is anticipated that the number will increase in 1985. 
It must be acknowledged that the town of Plaistow has ten extremely 
conscientious, sensitive and community-minded residents who have 
donated much of their time to this program and its' goals, and without 
whom this program would not have been as successful as it has proven 

to be. 


I encourage all Plaistow Families to utilize this community service 
in the event that conflicts arise within the family, and I look forward 
to Plaistow's participation in the program for the next year.

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REPORT OF THE NEWMARKET REGIONAL HEALTH CENTER 


The Newmarket Regional Health Center completed its thirteenth year 
of service in 1984. The Newmarket Regional Health Center operates 
two medical offices, one in Newmarket and the other in Raymond, the 
Lamprey River Clinic. Both facilities provide general medical care, 
preventive health services, community outreach, social services, 
and short term counseling with referral to area mental health 
agencies. 


In 1984, Karen Brainard, M.D., a family practitioner, joined the 
staff. The Health Center offers a Prenatal Program, under the 
direction of Maude Guerin, M.D., which includes prenatal, delivery 
and postpartum care. In addition, the Health Center offers nutri- 
tional counseling and prenatal classes. 


Other members of the medical staff include Sarah Oxnard, M.D., 

Joseph Fuller, M.D., Michael Lewis, P.A.-C., Barbara Janeway, M.S.N., 
A.R.N.P., and Anne Fawcett, A.R.N.P. The medical team also includes 
registered nurses, medical assistants and community health workers.

The community health workers coordinate a school health program 

and preventive screening clinics to detect potential health hazards. 
They hold informative workshops and act as liaisons between the . 
medical providers and patients. 


The Newmarket Regional Health Center also operates a Self-Care 
Program for the Elderly in conjunction with the Occupational Therapy 
Department of the University of New Hampshire. The purpose of this 
program is to enable the elderly to stay in their home setting as 
well as to maintain a quality of life and independent status within 
their community. The focus of the program is to provide self-care 
skills before disability occurs and to anticipate problems with 
functional activities.

The Newmarket Regional Health Center continues to operate the Senior 
Citizen Transportation Program. Three of the five buses are equipped 
with hydraulic lifts to provide services to the handicapped. The 
transportation service enables senior citizens to remain independent, 
self-sufficient and active by providing the needed services, 
including medical, food shopping and recreational trips. For further 
information, call 659-2424 or toll-free 1-800-582-7279.

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REPORT FROM DERRY VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
FOR COMMUNITY AND HOME HEALTH SERVICES 


Since 1979, Derry Visiting Nurse Association has been providing 
Homemaker Services to Plaistow residents while the Haverhill VNA 
provided other home health services. In Janaury of 1985, the 
Haverhill VNA went out of business, and Derry VNA started serving 
Plaistow with a full range of community and home health services. 


The Derry Visiting Nurse Association has proudly served southern 
New Hampshire since 1908. The following and many other factors 
combine to continually demand that this agency be effective and 
flexible in responding to your community's home care needs: 

a rapidly growing population 

earlier hospital discharges 

longer life spans and an aging population 

escalating costs of institutional care 

increasing emphasis on prevention 


The Derry VNA has a long proven record of serving participating 
communities with professional excellence and human caring. Services 
are offered under three major areas as follows: 
ACUTE CARE SERVICES including acute nursing, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, home 
health aide services, and other specialized services. 


DAILY SUPPORT SERVICES including maintenance nursing, 
homemaker services, home health aide services, respite 
care, chore services, in home day care, and other 
specialized services. 


HEALTHPROMOTION SERVICES including well child clinics, 
immunization clinics, expectant parent classes, new 
born visits, senior health clinics, public screening 
services, health promotion classes, home visits, and 
other services. 


Town support of DERRY VNA facilitates the following: 
Town funding allows the agency to access Medicare, 
Medicaid, block grants, Title XX and state funding. 
Town allocations are used to make up losses or 
deficits in these funding sources. The total value 
of all services delivered to most of our participating 
towns exceeds the town allocation by three to five times. 


Federal funds and grants usually are restricted to 
specific categories of illness, age, income, and time 
period. Many people needing our services simply do not 
fit those specific eligibility categories. Town funds 
are used to subsidize services to these people. 


Town funding supports the overall quality of life in 
this area of the state by emphasizing human dignity, 
independence, healthy living, self reliance, 
community networking, and family values. 


Statistics for home care services for Plaistow are not available. 
However, to give residents some idea of the potential services, below 
are the statistics for Hampstead for last year. Hampstead has a 
population of 4198 compared with Plaistow at 5687:

It is impossible to translate the above services into human values, 
but our clients and their families can testify to the meaning of 
home health care in their lives. The agency has a strong commitment 
to helping the elderly, the sick, and the handicapped to maintain 
their independence and dignity at home as long as feasible, in the 
most cost effective manner possible, as well as providing health 
promotional services to children and adults. 
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PUBLIC SAFETY BUILDING PLAN 


A proposal for a Public Safety Building, housing both the Police and Fire Departments, is being presented for 
approval at the 1985 Town Meeting. A Building Committee, appointed by the Board of Selectmen and charged 
with the responsibility of evaluating the needs of each department, formulating a plan to meet those needs and 
preparing a design and cost estimate, has worked for several months on this proposal. After careful study and 
deliberation, the Committee and Architect Joseph LaGrasse have designed a simple, one story, aesthetically 
pleasing, efficient, functional and cost effective structure. The building is carefully designed as to be expanded 
internally, if and when necessary, and serve the needs of each department for at least the next twenty years. The 
building will be centrally located and one of which our citizens can be proud. 


The structure will be located on seven acres of town owned property located at the intersection of Elm Street 
and Sweet Hill Avenue. Its centralized location would preclude any future need for a Fire Department sub- 
station in another area of town. The building will be set back 125 feet from the roadway and will provide parking 
on both sides of an island at the front of the building. Employee parking would be provided on the sides and rear 
of the building. The natural topography of the land has been retained as much as possible. Containing the costs of 
this project has been the focus of the Committee’s attention throughout its deliberations. The 16,000 square foot 
structure would be constructed of masonry block with brick facing on the front and sides and a wood band to 
accent the roof lines. 


The building will be constructed in three sections. The northern end of the building will contain 4900 square 
feet for the use of the Police Department. The central portion will contain a public entrance and lobby and will 
provide access to handicapped persons. Access to all departments is provided from the front lobby area. The 
Fire Department area consists of 10,700 square feet including a 75’ x 75’ apparatus floor. The building provides 
front and rear access to the apparatus floor through 12’ overhead doors. This area is adequate to house all 
equipment presently owned by the Fire Department as well as a proposed ladder truck. 


The simple design of a 22’ high building on one level, with a 6-inch sloped roof, provides efficiency of function 
and energy conservation. The circular driveway promotes a smooth traffic flow for all vehicles. By comparison to 
plans presented at the 1984 Town Meeting, this proposal reflects the careful thinking that went into it. This 
proposal is 4000 square feet larger than the 1984 proposal and will accommodate department needs for 20 years 
rather than 5 years. The cost.per square foot of the structure is estimated to be less than the average cost for 
police and fire facility construction (according to Means Catalog) of between $55.00 and $75.00 per square foot. 


The Town of Plaistow has been growing quite rapidly commercially and it is imperative that safety services 
keep pace with growth. The Fire Department must be capable of responding to multi-story dwellings. The Police 
Department must be capable of conducting investigations, interviewing suspects and witnesses in a private area 
and capable of holding prisoners overnight rather than committing needed patrol units to transport prisoners to 
Brentwood. Safety services must also continue during power outages or town emergencies and a building housing 
equipment for emergency power and lighting is essential. Since all police and fire radio equipment needs elec- 
tricity to operate, an emergency power source would allow them to maintain communications. A 24-hour com- 
munications center, under consideration for the future, would allow citizens to obtain immediate response to 
emergency Calls to either the police or fire departments without losing valuable time by routing calls through 

’ Exeter or Rockingham Dispatch. 


You have been presented with a simple, cost effective, efficient and quite conservative proposal. The needs of 
our public safety departments will not diminish, they will increase. You can rest assured that the cost of this 
project will also increase. It can be assumed that you want, and certainly deserve, an immediate response to life 
threatening situations. 


Recent reports show that more than 14 million dollars in construction projects were recorded in 1983 and 
1984. The price of this project, as you know, will only increase with time. The needs of each department have 
been clearly documented. The need for a new building is well past the critical stages. Use of other facilities, divi- 
sion of services and other alternatives have been studied and are considered less efficient and considerably 
more costly. This committee has worked diligently in the interest of all citizens. Your support is essential.
